My Dear fViemt: 

Jo compneoee with f e qa e i it i wd aoeord- 
ing to premise, when in (Snelonati laat, I 
DOW devote part of tbe afternoon in vrltiog 
jon a letter and hoping with the eompli- 
meDtP of tbe New Tear, that it may reach 
yon enjoying good health. Oar Tobacco 
market has been very active since the news 
from tbe other aids, of tbe contemplated tax 
doty; and rallied very much from tbe stag- 
nated state that had existed in the month of 
Doeembec. Tiie high ratea of Exchange 
also, has created a ^>ecalatiTe demand for 
aonnd leaf, and there ia now considerable io- 
qairy both for sp>ecnlative and coLsumption, 
bat holders are holding on for the present 
to await and see what action Congress will 
take in tbe proposed duty. The Tobacco 
mercbacts throughout Earepe are all wail- 
ing, with much anxiety, what per cent Con- 
gresa ia going to leTy on ^eaf; aa Mr. Chase 
in bia propoaitioo did aot make bis porpeae 
qaita clear; whether on export, or home 
consumption; if ou the formtr, it will be a 
detrimeot to our growers as far aa Belgium 
and iiolland are concerned, in as much as 
the export of our leaf to tbe above named 
countries wouid almost entirely cease. — 
Now let me apeak for Belgiom and Holland. 
Beasoning will tell He, if it was posribte to 
compel tbe two named Kingdoms to use oar 
Tobacco, notwithstanding its price would ba 
ao moeb advanced, the proposed tax might 
do, and add greatly to the income of our 
treasury. But experience bas shown me 
since 1 have been on tbia side, that should 
tbe cost of tbe staple be increased by tbe in- 
tended tax, oar export of ToImcco would 
dwindle down to a mere nothing. As a 
criterion. Snppoae Belginm woold tax 
Peirolenm Oil, of which there bee been sold 
in tbia city, in the year just closed, four 
millioo. five bnodrad eighty thousand gal- 
looa, because our government levies a duty 
uo tbe same. The consequecce would be 
that Ibey would stop ua'xoji it, and leave us 
to consume it ourselves, while tbey on ac- 
count of its high prise woold turn tbeir at- 
tention in growing rape-seed aa a aobstitote. 
It is perbapa not geao ia l ly known aniongst 
OS, tltat Germaoy growa as moeb Tooaeco 
as we do, and now since oor distorbanee at 
home, Fracca grows Tobacoo in Algiers, to 
such ao extei)t, that I am informed the yield 
of tbe cri.p of last year is equal to 10,000 
htids. Kentucky, and so with Holland, she 
has encouraged ii in all of her provinces and 
colonies. 1 am wiibout an exact data to 
give amounts in other plaeea, of last year'a 
crops, but their importance may be known 
that Hungary, alone, raised laat year a crop 
eqnal to a large Ohio crop. On my visit to 
tbe Aastriao Kmpire laet Sammer. I passed 
a few daya in Hungary, and while on my 
way from Vienna to Raab, and Raab to 
Presburg, the valleys, bills and dales, ex- 
posed to view miniature Tobacco plants, and 
ao in proportion alubg the Railway from 
Bohemia, Saxony around to Baden and 
Bavaria, and likewise ao in Manilla and 
Java. Tbe aales of the latUr, Holland'a 
posaeas ion. In Amsterdam aloao were 40,OCX) 
bales laat year, with advices to the Governor 
ofJavatonrge further planting. Regard- 
ing the iLfiuence therefore, which a tax on 
our Tobacco would have on this side, it can- 
not be doubted, that tbe proposed tax and 
tbe increase in tbe price of the same, would 
be equivalent to a prohibition. The stock 
io Europe, including tbe Liverpool market, 
is at tbe present period 65,000 hhds., which 
exceeds tbe stocks held here in 1859, 1860 
and 1861, when tbe large crops of Virginia 
were yet acoesaible. Tbie allows oooclu- 
•irely tbat tbs conanmption for onr Tobac- 
oo ia alow, and now does not need artificial 
measures to kill it off ia a galloping con- 
aumption. Therefore I say, snd believe, 
the now duty on one aide, will be an evil, 
on tbe other a gain. Tbe growera will l>e 
tbe loser, and those who have speculated in 
(be saOMt^Mld ik^ holders on this would be 
tbe gainers;:and tliejaiseretlMroagboat Eu- 
rope wonid be glad to be witboiit oar com- 
petition.

It will be remembered by our readers tha* 
sometime in December last Otho Uinton, a 
noted guerilla and robber, was captured at 
Mrs. JNeill'a, twelve milea from this city, on 
the Sedelia road. Hiuton was kept eloaeiy 
guarded with ball and chain attached antil 
laet Monday night, when be was killed by 
bis guard. The facts are aa follows: 

Blunt, the captain of the band of guer- 
rillas to which Hinton belonged, entered in- 
to a conspiracy with Miss Anna Fickle 
daughter of Helvy H . Fickle, near Green- 
ton, Miss Ann Reid, of this city, and a 
soldier whom they believed they bad brib- 
ed, to kill tbegnard and resenetbe prisoner. 
The soldier waa to have it ao arranged that 
tbe priaoner. at precisely seven o'cToek. on 
Monday evening, would lis at Mrs. Reid'a 
honso, which is near the College, where the 
I prisoners are kept, under the pretext of got- 
I ting his sujiper, tbe soldiers of cour8o to be 
ignorant of what was going on. 'I'he time 
I rolled round, and prompt to the momaot, 
Hinton, onder guard of Serge tnl Kiokead. 
walked down to' Mra. Bied's. where every 
thing waa arranged as bad been preooneert- 
ed, and as tbeir enppoeed accomplice had 
stated it would be. 

The signal to commence and tbe plan of 
carrying out tbe conspiracy was as follows: 
At precii^ely seven o'clock, Mrs. Reid was to 
step into another mom; when Hinton was 
to gather up his ball and chain and propose 
to bia guard to return to tbe guard houstft 
end at tbe same timo to advance to tbe 
door, open it and atep leistiroly oat end to 
one eide, and ae tbe guard came oat he was 
to be met and killed by Blonnt tbe guerrilla 
and John Burns, a member Co. I. 5th prov. 
reg., E. M. M. They were to ctu the^uard'd 
throat if possible, otherwise to shoot hin>, 
then remove Hinton's sbacklos, and take 
him away. Mrs. Reid at the appointed 
time atspped into the adjoining room. Hin- 
ton gathered bis bail and chain and propos- 
ed to return and advanced to the door, bict 
no sooner bad bs placed hia hand upon tbe 
latch than Sergeant Kinkead fired and kill 
ed him. 

Tbe soldier who disclosed the whole plan 

to Lieut. Kesinger, the comm inder of the 
Post, was with the Lieutenaiit and Ciptain 
Johnson, who with a dozen men were lay- 
ing in ambush about 100 yards from Mrs

Amkndkbnts to National Bankimo 
Law. — The princiMl amendments proposed 
to the National Banking Act. by tbe Comp- 
troller of tbe Curreney, which were aent to 
tbe Ways and Meana Committee en Friday, 
and referred to a sub-committee for exam- 
ination, are stated to ba as lollows: 

National Banks are to ba required to re- 
deem thei' circulating notes in the city of 
N'ew York, at a small discount A uniform 
rata of interest, (7 per cent.) ia to be estab- 
lished throogboat the United Sutes for 
National Banks. 

The Uwful money reaarve tbst is to be 
kept on hand is to bo reduced from 25 to lb 
per cent, for country banks, and from 25 to 
20 per cent, for city b^iiki. Provision is 
also maiie for the closing of banks when- 
ever the owners of two thirds of the capi- 
tal stock shall deem it expedient. 

Banks cannot he org.knizad with a less 
capital than $100,000 in the country, nor 
with a less capital than $200,000 in cities. 

It will be mede imperative tbat ao 
amount of bonda, eqaal to one -third of tbe 
capital stock paid up, shall lie kept on de- 
posit with the Treasurer of tbe United 
Stites, whether ba^ke take drcalatioa for 
them or not.
